On the evening of June 12, the College 
held its firsts MASSART Awards 
ceremony. This ceremony was held 

for the purpose of honoring five 
individuals who through their 
generosity, time, work and leadership 
have enhanced the opportunities for art 
and artists to flourish in 
Massachusetts. 


This "Black Tie" event was one of 
Boston's major social events of the 
year. It was held at the Museum of 
Fine Arts. The evening began with a 
cocktail reception in the Rotunda with 
a trio from the Boston Conservatory of 
Music entertaining the nearly 250 
guests. Dinner was served in the 
Tapestry Gallery with David Brudnoy 
(WBZ Radio personality and Arts

The honorees were chosen from the 
following categories: from the Private 
Sector, EDWARD E. PHILLIPS, 
Chairman of the Board of The New 
England, and President of the Greater 
Boston Arts Fund which is a 
consortium of thirty major 
corporations formed to meet the 
financial challenge of the National 
Arts Stabilization Fund, a program 
designed to assure financial stability 
for arts groups of distinction; from the 
Public Sector, ANNE HAWLEY, 
Executive Director , Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and Humanities, 
an agency which under Ms. Hawley's 
leadership has grown to become the 
second largest financial supporter of 
the arts in the country; from the 
Independent Sector , KITTY 
DUKAKIS, first lady of the 
Commonwealth, for her support of the 
arts in Massachusetts; from the Artist 
Category, HENRY HAMPTON, 
President of Blackside, Inc., an 
artist/filmmaker for over twenty 
years in the Boston area, whose 
program "Eyes on the Prize" is 
heralded as one of the most moving 
series on public television; and also 
from the i , SARAH 
CALDWELL, Artistic Director of the 
Opera Company of Boston, who has

Mass Art Hosts 
National Design 
Conference 


On Monday, September 14, 1987, the 
College hosted one of five regional 
DESIGN AMERICA forums. The 
forums were held across the country to 
explore the challenge of improving the 
quality and competitiveness of 
American products. The forums were 
a collaborative effort of the Design 
Arts Program of the National 
Endowment for the Arts and the 
University of Michigan. 


Bill Hannon('56), Associate Professor 
of Design at Mass Art, was asked by 
DESIGN AMERICA, in his role as 
Chairman of the Design Management 
Institute, to organize the forum. DMI 
was founded at the College in 1975 to 
serve the educational needs of 
professional designers in leadership 
positions. DMI soon became an 
independent, non-profit institution 
supported entirely by membership 
fees. Members include the Rhode 
Island School of Design, the London 
Business School, the Society of 
Industrial Artists and Designers 
(UK), Royal Melbourne Institute of 
Technology, the School of the Art 
Institute in Chicago, Yamaha Motors, 
IBM, Ford, General Foods, and the 
Design Center of Mexico. 


The DESIGN AMERICA forum was 
attended by 25-30 key individuals 
representing area business and 
industry, public policy makers, 
designers and leaders of cultural 
institutions. In addition to Bill 
Hannon, Mass Art was represented by 
Bill O'Neil, President; Lee Doliber 
('72) of Doliber/Skeffington and 
Lionel Spiro, Chairman of Charrette 
Corporation (and former Mass Art 
Trustee).

The Massachusetts College of Art 1987 
Commencement was held on May 22, 
an appropriately beautiful, warm, 
sunny day. The festivities began with 
a procession of students, faculty and 
honored guests from the Longwood 
Building, down Longwood Avenue to 
the new campus on Huntington 
Avenue. A Dixieland Band led the 
jubilant procession to the cheers of 
halted traffic and passersby. 


This year, the Alumni Association 
honored fifteen students through 
eleven awards: the Royal Bailey 
Farnum Award; the Priscilla M. Nye 
Award; the Philip Palmstrom Award; 
the Doliber Skeffington Scholar; the 
Leo Zolli Award; the Patrick Gavin 
Award; the Abbott-Doucette Award; the 
Class of 1941 Award; and the Class of 
1917 Viola Fines Dube Award. 


The college conferred two Honorary 
Doctor of Fine Arts Degrees. Professor 
Dean Nimmer, Chair of the Fine Arts 
2D Department, presented Ralph 
Fasanella for his Honorary Doctorate. 
Mr. Fasanella is considered by many 
critics to be the best living American 
primitive painter. A "self-taught" 
artist, Mr Fasanella's paintings 
convey the passion, pain and vitality 
of America's working class. 


Dr. Marjorie Hellerstein, Chair of the 
Critical Studies Department, 
presented Dr. Leo Steinberg for his 
Honorary Doctorate. Dr. Steinberg is 
a faculty member of the Art History 
Department of the University of 
Pennsylvannia and a nationally- 
known art historian and contributor to 
such periodicals as Art in America, 
Critical Inquiry and Daedalus. 


Lee Doliber, President of the Alumni 
Association, presented Mr. William 
Wegman ('65) with a certificate 
honoring him as the 1987 
Distinguished Alumnus. Mr. 
Wegman exhibited his drawings, 
paintings, photographs and videos 
concurrent with the Senior exhibit. 


1895 Alumna 
Bequeaths Gift 


Mass Art has received a gift in the 
amount of $20,000 from the will of 
SADIE MAY MORSE. The gift is "to 
be used for whatever purpose the 
President may deem necessary to 
supplement state appropriations to the 
school." 


Ms. Morse received her A,B,D, degree 
in 1895. In 1895, Class A stood for 
Elementary Drawing, Class B stood 
for Painting and Design for surface 
decoration, and Class D stood for 
Modeling and Design in the Round. 
She returned to the Mass School of Art 
to receive her Bachelor of Science in 
Education degree in 1926. 


Upon graduating, Ms. Morse became a 
Supervisor of Drawing in 

Newburyport, MA; Director of Art at 
the New Jersey State Normal School; a — 
teacher of art in Troy, New York; an | 
occupational therapist in government 
hospitals, and finally a master 
craftswoman in weaving at the Boston 
Arts and Crafts Society. Ms. Morse 
took a jewelry course at Pratt Institute, 
and at Harvard University she studied 
Design for a summer. In 1908, she 
exhibited her students’ work in Europe 
as part of a traveling exhibition. 


Mass Art conferred Bachelor of Fine 
Arts degrees upon 124 students, 
including: 46 design majors, 30 Fine 
Arts 2D majors, 15 Fine Arts 3D 
majors, 12 Media and Performing Art 
majors, 4 Art History majors, 3 Art 
Education majors, 2 open majors and 
12 dual majors. The College also 
awarded 5 Teaching Certificates, 6 
Masters of Science, 19 Masters of Fine 
Arts, and 10 Design Certificates. 


During commencement, members of 
the Class of 1937, celebrating their 50th 
Reunion, were recognized by 
President O'Neil. Following the 
official ceremony, a cook-out was held 
in the courtyard for the new 
alumni/ae, their parents, students, 
faculty, alumni/ae and honored 
guests.

Fine Arts Auction 
Tremendous 
Success 


The 11th Annual Auction/Sale of 
paintings and prints, held on May 5, 
1987, in the College's North Hall 
Gallery, grossed over $43,000! After 
expenses (including 50%-of-the-sale 
payments to many of the artists), the 
2D Department awarded over $3,000 in 
honoraria to deserving students, 
including an All-School Scholarship 
for a student outside the department. 
The balance of some $13,000 was 
placed in a scholarship/trust, the 
interest from which will be used for 
future scholarships. 


In 1977, the auction sold only drawings 
and prints and grossed about $2,000. 
Incomes have steadily increased with 
the 1986 auction grossing $16,000. The 
dramatic change in 1987 resulted in 
large degree from Henry Isaacs' and 
Heddi Siebels' (faculty in 

Printmaking) plan to encourage a 
larger, outside audience of more 
serious bidders; to stimulate 
competition; and, to elevate the 
atmosphere of the auction. More 
alumni/ae, many of whom have 
exhibited widely in the Boston area, 
were also invited to participate, 
including: John McNamara ('71); 

Alvin Winant ('82); Bernie Toale 

(78); and Ann-Marie Cucciara ('79). 


Additionally, Boston-area galleries 
were invited to present the work of 
their artists, for examples: Maud 
Morgan, Gyorgy Kepes, Michael 
Mazur and Paul Oberst. In turn, these 
galleries invited many of their 
patrons to the auction. Particularly 
supportive was Pat Stavaridis 
(Stavaridis Gallery) who helped to 
coordinate artist recruitment and 
auction publicity. 


To add to the evening's enjoyment, 
special guest contributors were 
requested to submit original art 
works. The contributors included: 
GOVERNOR MICHAEL S. DUKAKIS, 
former SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE 
THOMAS P. (Tip) O'NEILL, and 
United States Senator JOHN F. 
KERRY. Each guest produced 
drawings of their own making for the 
acution. (See Governor Dukakis’ 
rendition of his Green Line trolley!) 


Dean Nimmer, Chair of the 2D 
Department, continued as the main 
auctioneer. Dean's humor and energy 
were complemented this year by the 
addition of guest "Auctioneers" LIZ 
WALKER (WBZ-TV Anchorperson), 
DAVID ROSS (Director of the Institute 
of Contempory Art) and HENRY 
HAMPTON (President of Blackside, 
Inc. which produced the 
nationally-acclaimed documentary 
series "Eyes On The Prize.")
